during the time of Common Prayer, Preaching, or other ſeruice of 
God there to be vſed and miniſtred, vpon paine of puniſhment by the 
cenſures of the Church. And alſo vpon paine that euery perſon ſo of- 
fending, ſhall forfeit for every ſuch offence twelue pence to be leuied 
by the Churchwardens ofthe pariſh where ſuch offence ſhall be done, 
to the vie ofthe poore of the ſame Pariſh, of the goods, lands, and te- 
nements of ſuch offender by way of diſtreſſe. And for due execution 
hereof, the Queenes molt-excellent Maieſtie, the Lords Temporall 
and all the Commons in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, doth in 
Gods name earneſtly require and charge all the Archbiſhops, Biſhops, 
and other Ordinaries, that they ſhall endeuour themſelues to the vt- 
termoſt of their knowledge, that the true and due execution heereof 
may be had throughout their Dioces and charges, as they will anſwere 
before God for ſuch euils and plagues, wherewith Almigh- 
ty God may iuſtly puniſh his people for negle- 
cting this good and wholeſome
